IXXVUi CONGRESS SECOND SESSION. 

Tuesday t Piootcdenqt. 

Washington, Jan. 4 — Sxnatx. — The Senate met 
at noon in the old hall, from which the desks had 
been remored and a supply of cane-seated chairs 
provided for temporary accommodation of mem- 
bers. The galleries and Hour were crowded by a 
dense throng, notwithstanding the snow storm, 
it having, been understood that Vice President 
Breckinridge aud others would speak. The pro- 
ceedings, as usual, were opened with prayer, and 
the reading of the journal. 

Mr. iStnart, of Michigan, moved that aa many 
ladies are unprovided with seats in the galleries 
they be admitted to the floor. 

&r. Hamlin, of Me., .objected, on the ground that 
the admission of ladies would embarrass the le- 
gitimate business, consequently the ladies were 
not admitted. 

Mr. Davis, of Miss., submitted the report of tbs 
committee, stating that the new chamber was 
ready for the Senate. 

Mr. Crittenden, of Ky.. moved the adoption of 
the report. 

The \ ice- J ’resident then said: The parting from 
this chamber he thought was an act of much so- 
lemnity. Many associations, and many of them 
proud and pleasant, bind us to this chamber, 
which has been the scene of great events. Ques- 
tions of the American Constitution, questions of 
great national import, questions of peace and war, 
have been debated in this chamber; great men 
have been the actors within these walls. He had 
seen men whose names and fame have not bean 
surpassed in the annals of Oreek or Roman his- 
tory. Here he had seen Clay, Webster, Calhoun, 
Lee, Wright and others; they seem to have left 
tm these very walls the impress of their fame. — 
This majestic dome yet seems to echo to their 
voices. 

There are others too, whom he would not desig- 
nate, for they had not yet fulfilled their political 
services, but whose names are in no danger of be- 
ing forgotten. When benatora remove to the 
new chamber they will carry with them the in- 
spiration of their illustrious predecessors. They 
will leave behind them no iota of patriotism or 
attachment to the Constitution. These are our 
household gods. They are carried with us to the 
new hall, and will be the scene of the past. There 
they will ever remain, the Senate of the United 
Statea, the great preservative body of this great 
nation, conserving the sovereignty of the States 
and the integrity of the Union. 

The Vice President continued at length, addres- 
sing the Senate, giving a historical sketch of the 
Congress at the various seats of government, un- 
til its location at Washington. He then narrated 
the burning of the Capital by the British army, 
the assembling thereafter of Congress in Bodg- 
ett’s Hotel, on the site occupied by the General 
1’ostoffice. aud dually the assembling in 1819, in 
the present building. Then ho went into an in- 
let esting comparison of the character of the 
Senate iu the early days of the Government, and 
how then it was almost wholly an executive body. 
Much of its business was transacted with closed 
doors. The President often took part in the de- 
bates, aud it was not for ninny years tbat the gal- 
leries were provided for spectators. 

After further remarks, which were listened to 
with wrapt attention, the Seuate proceeded in pro- 
cession to the new hall. 

Hoi'SR — There being no quorum present at the 
hour of meeting, a call of the House was ordered 
and a quorum was obtained. 

On motion of Bernhesil, of Utah, the Commit- 
tee on Territories was instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of providing for the completion 
of the Territorial Capital of Utah. 

Hr. John Cochran, of New York, presented a 
petition from the Canal Board, asking an appro 
priation fur the improvement of the lake hat bur 
in connection with the canals of the State of New 
York. 

Political- 

11abhi-ihrq, Pa., Jan. 4. — The Democratic cau- 
cus of the Senate met this morning and nomi- 
nated John Cresswell, of Blair county, for speak 
er. Wm. II. Miller was nominated for chief Cletk, 
and Frank Hutchinson for assistant Clerk. The 
other old officers, with four or hve exceptions, 
w ill doubtless be elected. 

The American and Republican caucus of the 
Senate has nominated Glenn W. Scofield, of War- 
ren county, forSpeaker, Barclay Harding, of Phil- 
adelphia, for chiefClerk, and A. H. Heuncrshot, of 
Berks county, for assistant clerk. 

Nominations have also been made by the Oppo- 
sition for all the other offices. The Senate meets 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon. The House is now iu 
sessiou. 

From New York. 

New York, Jan. 4.— The steamship Fulton, 
fiom Southampton on the 18th ult., via Halifax, 
has been signaled as below, and will probably 
arrive up about 4 tbis evening. 

The California mail steamship Illinois will sail 
for Aspinwall on Thursday instead of to morrow, 
her tegular day of sailing.

Twelve Million Dollars per An a am for Beef— 
Statistics of the New York Cattle Market— The 
Slaughter for the year 1858- 

Out annual tables of the past year show a re- 
markable increase io the consumption of animals 
slaughtered for food in the city of New York for 
the year 1859 over the preceding year. 

Notwithstending the generally received opinion 
that there would be a diminished demand iu con- 
sequence of the large number of persons thrown 
out of employment during the last three months 
of 1857, yet it appears that whether the people 
of the city work or not, they must eat— in fact, it 
must be allowed tbat we do eat. 

It will he found an interesting study to many 
persons, both producers and consumers, to examine 
the table of weekly receipts of animals used for 
food— as to their numbers, prices, and where they 
come from. Look at the enormous number of two 
hundred thousand beeves received and slaughtered 
for the consumption of this city and neighboring 
places, within the past year. It may be said that 
all received have not been slaughtered, that a good 
many have been taken to the country to feed, and 
of these many have beeu returned, and have been 
counted again. 

To this we reply, that the number thus dupli- 
cated, added to the number bought for slaughter 
in town, more than ten miles from New Yora, is 
very far less than the number that have come di 
reel te butchers' hands either on foot or by convey- 
ances not included iu our regular market reports. 
We will, therefore, assume in round numbers 200,- 
000 bullocks as the number sent to the shambles 
of the city and suburbs in the year 1858. 

The average value of all these bullocks is not 
less than sixty dollars a head, as sold ou foot in 
the market. This makes the little trifle of twelve 
millions of dollars paid the country by this city, 
for beef cattle, ia one year. Of those sold at the 
cattle market in Forty-fourth street, the great 
Bull's Head of America, we have over a thousand 
a week from Illinois, which is the greatest beef 
producing State iu the Union. 

It has tarnished, apparently, almost twice a) 
much as the State of New York, and in reality 
more than double, because many reported from 
this State actually came from the West, stopping 
only long enough to gaiu resi fence. Some of the 
States nearest to the city have furnished only 
very small portion of the whole number. Neither 
Connecticut nor New Jersey furnish us as many 
beeves aa Texas. In point' of qualify, however, 
the latter is far behind the others.
